WITH MEMOIRS AND PERFORMANCES OF 
MGREGOR AND WALEINSHAW. 


Our readers have for some weeks been indulged with one of thosa contro- 
versies which will occasionally occur when even the best understanding exists 
between parties, and the affair at issue is capable of being compressed into the 
space of the proverbial nut-shell. Inthe present instance there has been an 
unlimited expenditure in postage-stamps and “cream laid” note, over a 
mutter which could haye been ended without bother; but argument and 
grumbling in the columns of & newspaper is the indisputable birthright of a 
true Briton; and whilst statesmen, naturalists, and model theatre projectors 
aro permitied space to state grievances, found schemes, and lay claim to 
honours untold in the inner sheet of the Zimes, who shall tarn round upon our 
friends M'Gregor and Walkinshaw, and “blow them up" for making the 
IntusTRaTED Sportine News the vehicle for ventilating @ subject which con- 
cerns them nearly, and which is not without interest to the goneral public ? 
In the present instance M‘Gregor claims to be considered the Champion Quoiter 
of the United Kingdom, and very lucidly sets forth his qualifications for the 
honour. But “there fs fish as good in. the sea as ever came out of it," as the 
saying goes, and 80 up starts the man of Carlops; the “ braw chiel" Walkin- 
shaw disputes tho right of title. In no way loaths to bring so important a subject 
to a decisive fasue, we throw open our columns, and the result is now before 
our readers in « series of Jettera full of pros and cons, and which have drawn 
out the points of the case. We will not here review our correspondents’ 
ossays, for they are of too recent date, and can be soon traced in thair entirety ;

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CRICKET. 
THE CRICKET SEASON OF 1862. 


(Written expressly for the Illustrated Sporting News.) 

I our former article we called attention to the fact that the bowling of the 
present day is greatly inferior to the batting, and also offered some observations 
suggestive of improvement in the bowling by means of biassing the ball more, 
and lessening the pace, In concluding that article we referred somewhat 
briefly to the proposed alteration of Law X., upon which subject we will now 
resume ourrema xe Law X. was obviously framed to prevent abl and 
even bowling like Wilsher’s, anything like throwing, we should be the last in 
the world to uphold it, knowing, from practical experience, its resulta in the 
way of bratsed: shina and fractured hands; but any one who will take the 
trouble to observe will find that to make a throw there must be a jerk—an un- 
mistakeable jerk—of the arm, and a movement of the body, totally different 
from that made by a bowler in delivering the ball, whether from above or 
below the shoulder ; consequently this, cannot be looked. upon as an infringe- 
ment of the intention of the framers of Law X., but that it is an infringement 
of that law ay it now stands is plain to any one who hes the least knowledge 
of the subjects This, then, {a sufficient reason for the alteration, and we think 

rsons who arein any way competent to stand” as umpires will find no 

ifieulty in ATtinguishing @ deliberate throw from a ball delivered from above 
the ahonidets A question hag arisen as to which is the more difficult to play, 
above or, below shoulder bowling. Of the two we should say above shoulder

=~ Be he nat aeagon many matches have been drawn either through want 
of time, or in consequence of rain, Three days, wo consider, are amply suffi. 
cient to play any eleven (or eleven and twenty-two) @ side matches of two 
innings each; but, from the fact that some players will not attend at fixed 
times, that those fixed times are generally very late in the day, and that only four 
balls are bowled to the over instead of six, w ich we contend ought to be the 
number, Many matches have resulted in that most unsatisfactory and dis- 
agreeable of all terminations—a draw. We hope the proper authorities will 
take this subject into consideration, as many beneficial results would accrue 
therefrom, both to best ape and spectators. 

Having expressed our opinions upon some of the leading features of the past 
geason, we sball now take a retrospective glance at the doings of the various 
cricketing counties of the country, lest if we continue any further in the 
manner we have done it should be said by some of our readers that we have 
commenced at the end of our subject instead of the ss, preg In a future 
article, however, we shall (space permitting) again refer to some other of 
those leading features, and shall have something to say npon & matter which 
has created, and is still creating, a great deal of discussion 
in cricketing circles, namely, the discontinuance of the 
matches between the counties of Nottingham and Surrey 
next season, that will be highly interesting to the readers of 
the InxveTratEep Srortiva News, 

‘We shall begin with the County of Surrey, which played 
no loss thirty-two great, matches last season, of which 
thirteen were pepe matches, the first being with York- 
shire, played at the Oval, on the 26th, 27th, and 28th of May, 
in the presence of an extremely large and fashionable 
assembla, Slinn, the Yorkshire bowler (supposed by 
nome to the fastest and atraightest of the day), was in 
fine form, and the wickets were as smooth as a bil table. 
No lesa than nine of the Surrey wickets fell in the firat 
inaings for 69 rans, but when Mr, F. P. Miller, the last 
man, joined Caffyn, they commenced the hitting game with a 
vengeance, giving the flelders s regular sweater in the way 
of “leather hunting.” At last Mr. Miler was slipped by 
Slinn, not, however, before the score had been ‘‘run up” to 
107, of which Oaftyh (not out) obtained 47—a truly brilliant 
Nttlo innings. Yorkshire made 145, thus heading their 
opponents 88, In Surrey's second innings, four wickets fell 
for six rans, which caused that county's admirers to look 
astoundingly “blue.” ‘Tom Sewell, * the tiny,” and Tom 
Lockyer, ' theftall,” however, came to the rescue, quickly 
making an alteration in the score, which, at the close of the 
innings, had reached 117, of which “big” Tom made 48, 
and “tiny’’ Tom 29, Yorkshire had thus 80 to go in 
against, but failed to make more than 44, the Surrey bowl- 
ing and Helding being such as to set all their efforts to in- 
crease that score at defiance. Tho next match played 4 
Surrey waa with the County of Nottingham, at the Oval, 
June lgth and 14th, The following were the namea of the 
Surrey Eleven (the same as in the first match, with the ex- 
ception of Tom a see who played in the place of 
Fred. Casar):--Mr, F. P. Millor, Caffyn, Julius Casar, Hum- 
phrey, Griffiths, Lockyer, Mudie, Mortlock, Pooley, Sewell, 
and H. H, Stephenaon. The Notts Eleven were :--Brampton, 
Olarke, R. Datt, Grundy, Jackson, R. 0. Tinley, Wooton, 
©. Datt, Smith, Horsley, and little Frank Moore, the latter 
“the rummiest looking cove" ever seen playing in a county 
match; notwithstanding which, however, remarkably clever 
behind “the sticks.” This match was drawn, considerably in 
favour of Notts, the following being the state of the figures 
at the close: Notte 172 and 7 (mo wicket down); Surrey's 
firat innings, 108, Surrey's next match was with Cambridge, 

layed on the University Ground, Cambridge, on the 16th, 
ith, and 18th of June. The Surrey Eleven were “as far 
last” with the exception that Mr. FE. Dowson played in the 
place of the “colt” Humphrey. In tho first innings Surrey 
only succeeded in “ranning up" 88 runs, of which ‘ H. H.” 
got 27, by some fino, effective batting, Cambridge followed 
with a “rattler,” 309 being the total at the close of the 
innings. Surrey “ went in" the second time with a determi- 
nation either to “do or die,” and auch was the Hberty taken 
with the Cambridge bowling, that they were not all un- 
housed before 294 runs had beenscored. Mortlock played a 
magnificent innings for 98, when he was seduced from his 
wicket by # “tempter” from Diver, and stumped. Mr, 
Dowson scored 73, and Mr, Miller carried out hia bat for 20. 
Cambridge were left 74 to * rub off," which they accom- 
plished gallantly for the loss of 4 wickets only. We next find 
the eleven engaged with fifteen young gentlemen, belonging 
to Oxford University, on the 19a and 20th of June, when 
they were again doomed to defeat in the most easy manner, 
the bowling of Mr, Lang, which waa terrifically fast and 
straight for the wicket, taking all before it, At the close of 
the game. thejfigurea stood thus:-—Surrey, 85 and 76; Oxford 
University (firat innings), 204. The next match was with 
that fine old cricketing county, Kent, played at Rearrards 
on the 23rd and 24th of Jone, Caffyn, with the ball, in this 
match, was in rare trim, and the result was an easy victory 
for Surrey. Julius Cwsar was top scorer (20 and 31); Mort- 
lock and Mr. F, FP. Miller following close at hia heels, 
The figures were—Kent, 83 and 46; Surrey, 114and 16, with 
two wicketa down, The next match was with fifteen of 
Oxford Univeralty, and resulted in a draw, It was played 


at the Oval, on the ard, 4th, and 5th of July, and 
nome aplendid lay was witnessed. The Universit 
played two innings of 196  oach, Caflyn, Mortloc 


(slow), end young Tom Humphrey doing all the damage with the 
ball. Surrey’s first innings reached 166, and they did not go in for a second 
through want of time—the ‘match consequently being drawn much in favour 
of the Oxfordians, Surrey'sseventh county match was the return with Yorkshire, 
and was played atthe Bramhall-lane Ground, Sheffield, on the 7th, 8th, and 9th of 
July. the Surrey Eleven, it must be admitted, played “weak” on this 
occasion, and the consequence was they suffered a three-wicket defeat 
Slinn, as in the firat match, bowled wonderfully well, taking no lesa than 
eight wickets in Surrey's second innings. Surrey's fielding was not up to the 
moerk, although Caffyn bowled in the old Pi that ht on to the wicket. 
Griffithe scored 42 and 6; Humphrey, 28 and 12; Mr, Miller, 10 and 14 (not out) 
Juliug Cesar, 16 and 4; and Pooley, 17 and 2. The totals were 164 and 65; 
Yorkshire, 92 and 138, with seven wickets down. Next we find Surrey playing 
the return match with Cambridgeshire, at the Oval, on the 24th and 25th of 
July, and the reault was an easy “win” for Surrey. The weather was 
brilliant in the extreme, and some of the finest cricket of the season was 
witnessed. A ' colt,” Jupp, while fielding for an absent Cambridge player, 
made one of the most magnificent catches In the long Held ever seen, there- 
by settling Julius Cesar, We consider Jupp, who hails from Surrey, the 
mioat promising colt of last reason, and will prove a great acquisition to his 
county, Surrey in the first ianings scored 227 runs, the Cambridge bow- 
ling Latig fairly “licked.” Mortlock played a aturdy innings with a bad 
thumb tor 41; Mr. E. Dowson, 80; and old Tom Lockyer a merry 29. Cam- 
bridge went in but made no stand—48 being the total, and the consequence 
was they had to follow their innings; but only scoring 169, Burrey’s first 
innings wag not reached, and they therefore lost the game with one innings 
to spare, Surrey in the return match with Notts, played on the Trent 
Bridge Ground, Nottingham, on the 28th, 29th, and 80th ef July, suffered a 
five-wicket defeat, The weather was beautiful in the extreme, and the at- 
tondance greater than was ever before known at Nottingham, Surrey were 
first at the wickets, but all had tocry quantum suffcit for 183, Notta made a 
grand innings of 224, Qlark, Grundy, and Mr. Baternan especially diatinguish- 
ing themselves, The weeond innings of Surrey reached 187, leaving Notts 99 to 
win, which they did with five wickets to spare, although Surrey made 
a desperate atruggle to reverse the result. In the next match Surrey 
waa again doomed to defeat even casier than before—the North of 
England, their opponents, playing extremely decker b Surrey won the toas, 
and took to the * willow," the four first wickets going for 27 rans. Stephen- 
gon and Humphrey thén got in together well, and such was the easy and 
effective manner in which they played the North's bowling that they took 
away all ita ating, and before they eguld be parted 113 was the sum total, 
Lockyer and Jupp (the “ Colt”) played an inning each of 14 and 11 reapec- 
tively, the latter being ‘not out,” and the figures at the close had reached 161. 
The North played a tremendously hard hitting innings for 266, Anderson and 
Carpenter being top scorers. Surrey's second innings only reached 121, and 
the last three players were olished off by that rare bowler, Tarrant, in & moat 
astonishing manner. Hoe bowled eight balla tor two runa, and took three 
wickets, The North bad only seven left to win, which they did without the 
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loss of & wicket. The next match waa the return with the North, played at the 
Broughton Ground, Manchester, on the 14th, 15th, and 16th of August, when 
Surrey was again doomed to defeat, although the game was foagat out most 
fiercely to the very last wicket. The following was the atate of the figures at 
the close :—Surrey, 156 and 83; the North, 183 and 57, with 9 wickets down. We 
now come to the last of Surrey’s county matches, and it formed one of the 
most extraordinary of the season. It might fairly be termed a sensation match, 
the pervading element being decidedly sensational. The match took place at 
the Bal on the 25th, 26th, and 27th of August, the company being as large and 
brilliant as the weather was searchingly hot. The Elevens were:—England— 
The Hon. O. G. Lyttleton, V. G. Walker, Esq,, a te Anderson, Daft, Car- 
enter, Grundy, Hayward, Iddison, Jackson, and Wilsher. Surrey—F. Bur. 
bridge, Esq., E. Dowson, Esq., F. P. Miller, Esq,, Caffyn, Cwsar, Griffith, Hum- 
phrey, Lockyer, Mortlock, Sewell, and H. H, Stephenson, Thomas Sewell, 
fen., and John Lillywhite were the me) gr The North won the tonsa, and, of 
course, took to the wickets, Grundy an Willaher being their two first represen- 
tatives, and well did these two fine cricketers sustain their reputation, scoring 
no less than 124 runs between them before they were parted, Wilsher being 
the first to go. R. Daft was stumped, unfortunately, before he had an oppor- 
tunity of scoring. The two finest innings, however, played during the match 
were undoubtedly those of Carpenter an Hayward, the former making 94, and 
ths latter 117, Anderson also piezee @ most beautiful innings, and made the 
hit of the match, for which eight were scored, the batsman being applauded 
to the very echo. The rest of the eleven played equally well, and at the 
close of the innings the score had reached the extraordinary number of 503 
runs—« sufficient proof of the severity of the hitting. Surrey then took the 
bat, and it was in this innings that Wilsher was no-balled by John Lillywhite 
seven times in succéssion; but upon this subject we have already expressed 
our opinion, and need not, therefore, say anything more. The total of the 
innings was’ 02, and Surrey had therefore to follow theirinnings ; but time did 
not allow the match to be played out, Surrey, at the close of the third day, 
having four wickets to go down, and 247 runs to obtain to save the one innings 
defeat. Of the above thirteen county matches it will be seon that Surrey won 
four, lost aix, and three were drawn; and in concluding our account of the 
doings of the county of Surrey for 1862 we sincerely hope that they may have 
ap fine a season in 1863, : CRICKETER,
